IS IT NEARING FULFILMENT? 


RUSSIA DOMINANT, A MENACE TO 
CHRISTIAN.TY, 


The Hon, Arhbel Smith, of Texas, who died 
a few years ago at an advanced age, was one of 
the promtnent actors in the easly history of that 
State. He waca man of extensive learning; and 
especially carefal and accurate fn his statements, 
Ha graduated at Yalo College, and atudled 
medicine, finishing bis coursein Parts. Return- 
ing home he went to Texas, and was active.in 
her stiuggle for indeperdence, | Ho was sent as 
Mlalater of the Texas Republic to the Courts of 
England and Fiance, and was famillar-with the 
diplomatic relations of those two coontsies at that 
time. He was on terms of considerable intimacy 
with several of the leading French and Engilsh 
statesmen of the day. He had in bls possession 
enormous documents and nates concerning the 
events in which he was personally or officially 
active. After the admission of Texas to tha 
Untied States he was Secretary of State and 
closely associated with General Houston, Daring 
the Civil War he was'a colonel In tha Canfeder- 
ale Army, 

In 1877, when I-took charge of the First 
Presbyterlan Church of Houston, Texas, he Itved 
on his plantation a few miles below the’ city,. 
but was a frequent visitor to one of my elders, 
the late E, H. Cushing, and attended my church 
when on his visits. Thas I came to know him 
somewhat intimately. In that year the Russo 
Turkish war began, and there was great Interest 
among the more thoughtful people of my 
congregation in the result af the conilich 
Nearly all of my friends, and especially my 
ministerial brethren, were warmly ix favour of 
Russla, regatding her as the vindicator of Chrfst- 
fanity agalost Mohammedaniim, and as God's 
{ostroment for the destructicn of the unspeake 
ablo Turk.” Thoy wera bitter in thelr cocdermua- 
ton of Exgland when she insisted on « reviston 
of the trenty of San Stefano, and prevented 
Rasslan control of -'Constantinaple. They 
believed that Great Biltain bad, for her own 
selfish ends, interfered with Russin’s laudable 
effort to advance Christianity ; that by delaying 
the dewnfall of the Turkish Emplre the highest 
intereat of Christ’s Kingdom had been set aside, 
if not trampled under fiot, | | \ 

T conld not sce the meaning and merits of the 
struggle as my assoctates did, While I abhorred 
the Torkish despotism and was indignant at 
its atrocltles agalost Chrialans; while its 
barbarities ciled aloud for vengeance, aod 
1 should have rejoiced In its utter overthrow, yet 
Thad no confidence {0 Russia's sincerity, bellev: 
Ing that she was clozking ber polltical ambitlons 
under a pretence of rzal for ‘Christlanity, I 
bellewed that her success would be but the sub- 
stitution of one tyranny, and that wery powerfal, 
for another tyranny which was comparatively 
weak ; that the Tark could be forced to behave 
until the tImo shoald come to drive him out of 
Europe ; bat that ff Russfa got her wishes she 
would be able to do as she pleased without 
yegard to the other European powers, To give 
her. the control of Constantinople would be 
giving to a mighty despot the key of the world, 


to open or close the nations at her own will, ‘The |’ 


history of Russia and her ideals seemed to me to 
{Indicate that ske would persecute any form of 
genuloe Christlanity which did not conform to 
ber fdeas and policy.’ Her then recent dealings 
with Poland wete proof to my mind ofa barbarism 
as crogl as that of the Tork, and as thoroughly 
opposed to civil Iberty, In « word I believed 
that Russia dominant would be the most serious 
menace to real Christianity,” 7 
Our discussions were frequent as the war 
progressed, and I was generally largely in the 
mioorlty. But on one of these occasions: Colonel 
Smith came to my assistance and gave the 
weight of his opinion on my side of the question, 
It was then he gave to us the following account,’

than appeared on.the surface, He looked with 
apbrehension to the fotura.. He belleved that 
defora the close of the nloeteenth century the 
most gigantic war in the annals of the world 
would be precipitated on the bations. In that 
war (t wonld not be a struggle far territory nor 


‘(for ‘mere commercial advantage ; but it would 


be a cdntest of ideas, of opposing principles. 
Tt would bes conflict between absolutism aod 
constitutional goverament ; between despotism 
and Hbexty—whether' the people should rule or 
the will of one men or class should be the lew.
